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fer ; bur it 1s manifeſt that Rapſady ro have 
beene written long after the times of the 
Apoſtles forthere arc many things ſpo- 
ken of utterly unknowne to the Apoſtles 
dayes, As of celebrating the Paſchall Feaſt 
before the Fernall e/Equinotiiall z of goli and 
ſilver veſſels ſanttified ; of Clergy wen, and 
Lay-men,&c. Withall, itis unjuſt, that 
the Papiſts ſhould object againſt, and im- || 
poſeuponus thoſe Canons which they Þþ 
themſelyes in many things obſerve not; as 
the Canon of Clergy men taken in Ta- 
verncsto bee denyed the Communion - 
of all rhe faichfull entring the Church, 
whoare commanded to heare, and com- 
municatethe Scriptures : as allo the Ca- 
non that ao Biſhop,or Prieſt, put away his 
- wifeunder the pretext of Religion,&c. 
Laſtly, in Gratianus himſclfc, Diff. 16, 
thoſe Canens by the authority of one 
1/idorus are numbred amongſt theApocri- 
pha - although 1n another placs, by the 
authoricy of one Zephirinus, they areſim- 
ply r2ceived: whici contradiction the 
2lofle cannot otherwiſe reconcile than by

It ſtands otherwiſe with the Apoſtles 
Crecd, which hath authority above, and 
Isreceived before all other Confeſhtons, 
becauſe 'almolt all of it conſiſts of the 
words of the Scripture it ſelfe, and comes 
to us by Apoſtolicall Tradition. See Cy- 
prien,and Ruffin. in Symbol. That Creed 
alſo is the Fountaine and Originall of all 
other Creeds. 

For (as Irezeus rightly admoniſheth, 
lib.3 cap-1.) Dottrina Apoftolorum ſimpli-

(tiores, aut ſaptentiores ſucceſsifſe Apeſiolis : 
Wee mecerely depend upon the Doctrine 
of the Apoſtles ; neither ought wee to 
thinke that any morewile, or learned than

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CHAP. II. 
Of Conncels, 


 Fterthe Apoſtles times there were 
Synods often affembled ro decide 
Ecclefiaſticall controverſies, and 
thatbefore the Nicene Councell ; as a- 
bout the Controverſie concerning the 
Paſchall Feaſt in theyeare of Chriſt,r98, 
in Paleſtine,and at Rome : alſoagainſ the 
Novatians at Rome, and in Africa : and 
azainlt Paulus Sameſatenus, anno 278, to 
confure whoſe errour, and blaſphemy, 
there 1s extant an excellent confeſſion of 
Greeorius Neoceſarienſis Butthole Synods 
before the Nicene, were accounted bur 
particular, and provinciall, becauſe the 
pcrſecutionbeingſo hot, they could nor 
conveniently call Generall Councels, The 
Generall, or Oecumenicall (as Saint Au- 
2#ftine calls themJare chiefly toure,

To theſe foureuniverſall Councels, 5e- 
de,and iome others adde two more, not 
of much lefſe Authority, butin which al- 
moſt nothing but the Decrees of the for- 
mer Councels were eſtabliſhr + as thatof 
Conſtantinople the fourth, and {1xth, a- 
boutthe yeere 680. avhich condemned 
the errors of the Monothelites, who aver- 
redehat the Deity & Fumaniy of Chriſt

Sanita Romana Eccieſia poſt uiergs, et novi 
TeftamentiScripturas,quas regalariter ſuſci- 
pit, etians quattor Synodos ſufcipi non proki- 
bet : Theholy Roman Church,faith hee,

not to be diſpifed, of preſcriptions againſt 
Heretickes : of Patience - 8f tht fleſh of Chrift: 
of the reſurrettion of Chriſt : of the Trinity 
of Baptiſme: but above all, his Apology a- 
gainft the Gentiles deſerves prayle (which 
(as Saint Hierome afhrmes) containes the 
learning of all Ages. In other of his books 
he iscither too pure, or too crabbed and 
ſevere: as inhis booke rouchine flight in 


perſecution, waich hee fimply dil-allowes: 


alſo in his booke of Faſting ; ofthe Cloke ; 
6f the Crowne of a Souldier ; of Virgins tobe 
veyled. But in his bookes zo his Wifh,and of 
having one onely Wife ; Monogamy ; and of 
theexhortationto Chaftity,he ſeemes tocm- 
brace theerrors of Mextanus. Saint Hjie- 
rome thinkes Teriullian to have beene pro- 
vokedtothis by the Roman Clergte. Þ, 
Rhenanas excuſcth him thus, T hat in the 
timeof Perſecution,and the dayof Judge- 
ment (as moſt of the Ancients then 
tWought) bong at hand, hee judged Ma- 
riage not greatly to be deſired. Hee was

Hee 
was firſt 4 Rhetorician,. then a Pricſt,next 
2Biſhop,and at length a Martyr of Chrift, 
whom ZEatantins commends for perſpi- 
cuity and:clegancy of phraſe. Eraſmus

Except his Epiftlcs, and ſomeother 
ſhore Tradts, asof Pattence, of Mortaliiy,of 
the lapſed; allo againſt Demetrianss, and the 
Tewes, ſcarce any thing of Saint C. prias is 
left us, although I cannot deny {ome 9- 
eher Sermons are inferted. The explication 
of the Creed is rather made by Ruffinus 
than Saint Cyprian.The Treatiſe of the Lords 
Supper ſeemes alſoro have anoth rAuthor, 
Afterthe Frobenian, and Lugdunenfian 
Edition, his workes were printed, and re- 
viſed by Turnebusat Paris, and afterthat 


at Colen, with an addition of ſore trag- 
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ments. Hee confuted Novarns the Here- 
ticke, whom in his Epiſtles hee tiles an 
importunate InnovatE,anda murtherer of 
PENLtence, 


The ſtaines of Saint Cyprian were, that 
hee contended roo obſtinately, that they 
were to be re-baptized who were bapti- 
zed by Herctickes ; or who, leaving He- 
rele, repented, Although the Afﬀrican 
Councell afſented to him, yet Srephanns, 
a Roman Biſhop, oppoſed him.
